COUNTY DEPUTIES INDICTED: 
FOR REVENUE STAMP FRAUD 


Two and a Saloon Keeper Accused 
of Possessing Counter- 
feits. ! 

Sam Scissors and Morris Levin- 
son, deputy constables of Central 
Township in St. Louis County and 
Pete Palazzolo, saloon _ proprietor, 
were indicted today by the Federal 
grand jury on charges of conspir- 
acy and possession of counterfeit 
obligations of the United States, 
both felonies. . 

Specifically the deputies are 
charged with possession of counter- 
feit Internal Revenue strip stamps. 
It is charged that the stamps, sev- 
eral thousand of them in strips of 
12 stamps, were seized in a raid 
on the saloon of Palazzolo in 
St. Louis County and that subse- 
quently Palazzolo bought the 
stamps back from the deputies for 
$500. 

Palazzolo was a witness before 
the grand jury and is understood 
to have said that the stamps be- 
longed to a cousin who has since 
returned to Italy. He is said to 
have testified that he destroyed 
the stamps after getting them back, 
possession of the stamps being a 
felony. a 

The raid on the Palazzolo estab- 
lishment was made in November, 
1925, and the statute of limitations, 
outlawing the case from prosecu- 
tion, would have run within the 
next few days Rad not the indict- 
ment been returned today to keep 
the case alive. 

The maximum penalty for »yos- 
session of counterfeit obligations is 
five years in the penitentiary and 
a $5000 fine. The maximum pen- 
alty for conspiracy is two years and 
a $10,000 fine.

PETS ACCOMPLICE 


Laborer, Recently Promot- 
ed, Fires on Pair He Finds 
in Granite City Lumber 
Company Plant 


| WOUNDED MAN 


CAPTURED HERE 


Earl Worthen Considers In- 
cident Only Part of 
Night’s Work—Took Job 
After Safe Was Robbed. 


A young married man, promoted 
from laborer to night watchman 
at a Granite City lumber company 
plant, made good when two 
burglars broke into the office ear- 
ly today. He blazed away with his 
shotgun, wounding one man and 
capturing the other on the spot. 
The wounded man was taken in 
custody later as he crossed McKin- 
ley Bridge in search of a doctor. 

Earl Worthen, the watchman, 
considered the shooting and cap- 
ture all in the night’s work, and 
when he went home to sleep at 
daybreak, left word with his em- 
ployers, the Coudy Bros. Lumber 
Co., to keep his name ‘“‘out of the 
papers.” 

Man Seriously Wounded. 

The wounded man said he was 
Anthony Somrek, 39 years old, of 
Chicago. He is being treated at 
City Hospital for buckshot wounds 
in the back, arms and legs. His 
condition is serious. An operation 
may be necessary. 

His accomplice, held in Granite 
City, said he was John Moder, 32, 
of Chicago. 

Worthen has been employed by 
Coudy Bros., whose plant is at 
Twentieth and Adams streets, for 
six years. Last week the office 
safe was hammered open by bur- 
giars, who got nothing, passing up 
valuable papers. New safe doors 
were ordered, and Worthen was 
appointed watchman. 

Watchman Describes Shooting. 

“Il was waiting in the dark of- 
fice at 3 a. m.,’” Worthen report- 
ed to his employers, “when I heard 
a noise and saw two men walk 
into the office through the ware- 
house door. They were at the 
cash registered and safe when I or- 
deréd them to surrender. One ran 
out and I fired at him. The oth-| 
er one I caught hiding in a cor- 
ner of the warchouse. A trail of 
blood led from “he office in the 
direction taken by the man who 
got away.” 

The burglars were not armed. 
Each carried a flashlight, which 
they dropped in the office. 

Two hours later Somrek was ar- 
rested by Detectives Carten and 
Howard as he staggered across the 
bridge, covered with blood frdém 
his wounds. He had walked near- 
ly four miles from the scene of 
the shooting. 

“The two of us went to the lum- 
ber yard and raised a bar on the 
warehouse door to get into the of- 
fice,”” Somrek related at City Hos- 
pital, “I looked at the cash regis- 
ter and found it empty. We were 
just foolin’ around with the regis- 
ter and were about ready to leave 
when I heard someone say ‘Halt.’ 
Moder stopped, but I ran. I heard 
some shots and felt some terrible 
pains, It was awful.” 

Moder was sullen when = qués- 
tioned by Granite City police and 
refused to detail his movements.

NORFOLK, Va., Nov. 16.—John 
Boxill, Negro member of the fire 
room crew of the’ sunken liner 
Vestris, today testified under oath 
that a leak in the ash hopper and 
a smashed port in a coal door, 


which turned a 14-inch stream of 
water into the ship, were among 
the leading factors contributing to 
the loss of the vessel. 

The statement was made to 
Capt. J. T. Hanlon,- United States 
steamboat inspector, who conduct- 
ed an inquiry at the Naval hospital 
at Portsmouth where the survivors 
who were brought in on the bat- 
tleshin Wyoming were taken” for 
medical attention. 

Because of the condition of the 
five women passengers of the Ves- 
tris, who were brought here, Capt. 
Hanlon was unable to hear state- 
ments by them. Capt. Hanlon, 
however, interrogated the three 
Negro fire room crew survivors, 
and in general the statement. of 
John Morris and Gerald Burton 
corroborated that of Boxill. Boxill 
told Capt. Hanlon that the steam- 
er ran into bad weather at mid- 
night between Saturday and Sun- 
day, about 12 hours after she had 
sailed from New York and that at 
that time a leak developed in an 
ash hopper. 

The stokers told the Wyoming's 
officers that they thought @ £&€a 
valve leading to the ash hopper 
had cracked and that tis ad prob- 
ably happened before the vessel 
left port. 

The steamer’s list, according to 
the stokers, began Sunday morning 
and became greater Sunday night, 
and the Captain of the Vestris was 
asked to make an appeal for aid 
Sunday night when the passengers 
became alarmed. The stokers said 
that if the S'‘O S had been sent 
Sunday night, vessels could hav2 
reached the Vestris in time to have 
rescued all the passengers. 


The Vestris ran into ¢ storm 
which raged fiercely Sunday night, 
and water began to rush into the 
vessel. The listing became -90 
pronounced, the survivors on the 
Wyoming said, that a leaking coal- 
ing hatch bezame suyvmerged and 
more water poured into the ship. 
The part of the cargo, including 
huge automobile trucks, began to 
shift and the Veseris rolled until 
she stood on her beam ends. The 
pumps had been going since Sun- 
day morning, but the water got in- 
to the coal, filled the drain and 
kept the pumps from functioning 
properly.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Fred- 
of boilers of the United States 
Steamboat Service, one of the three 
men who passed the steamer Ves- 
tris as seaworthy, said today that 
he had not inspected the ash hop- 
per valve in the bottom of the ship, 
but even if it was cracked, as some 
of the crew are reported to have 
said, it could not have caused the 
sinking.

Captain’s Error of Judgment 
Caused Loss of Life, Ad- 
miral Thinks,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—High 
naval authorities generally eXx- 
pressed perplexity today over the 
cause of the sinking of the steam- 
ship Vestris., 

Admiral Charles F, 
of naval operations,, was of the 
opinion that had Capt. Carey sent 
his SOS call 12 hours earlier, every 
person aboard could have been 
saved, 

When he learned of the ship’s 
list to starboard and its quick sink- 
ing, Admiral Hughes told fellow 
officers that the vessel acted as if 
it were “fa victim of free water,” 
washing about in its interior. 

In the opinion of Rear Admiral 

David W. Taylor, retired, one of 
the world’s foremost naval con- 
| struction experts, the Vestris dis- 
aster likely was due to an “error 
of judgment” by Captain Carey. 
He cautioned against condemning 
the captain, however. until all the 
facts were available. 
« Criticism of the crew, Taylor 
said, for alleged mishandling of 
the lifeboats, should be made only 
with consideration of the knowl- 
edge that the Vestris was listing at 
a sharp angle when the boats were 
launched, 

“I do not know of any crew 
aboard any ship that could launch 
boats in a high sea and with a ves- 
sel listing at such a degree as the 
Vestris was without encountering 
4 grea‘ difficulty,” he said. 

Rear Admiral W. H. Standley, 
Assistant Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, said Cept. Carey probably 
} firmly believed he could keep the 
ship afioat or he would not have 
hesitated to send the call. He add- 
ed, however, that conditions aboara 
the vessel should have prompted 
Carey at least to notify shine In his 
vicinity of his shin's condition.

U. S. Man-of-War Fought 
High Seas in Going to Aid 
of Passengers of Sunken

HAMPTON ROADS, Va. Nov. 
16.—We knew of the S O 8S sent 
out by the Vestris, but our orders 
to proceed to the rescue did not 
come until the officers were at 
lunch with the Admiral, Monday, 
two hours after the distress call. 
Suddenly Admiral Taylor’s conver- 
sation was interrupted by the en- 
trance of a messenger with an im- 
perative radio order. It was a “pri- 
ority” radiogram from the Navy 
Department to the commander in 
chief, United States fleet, which 
read as follows: 

“Send. assistance to S. 8. Vestris 

reported in distress, latitude 37 de- 
grees 35 minutes north, longitude 
71 degrees, 09 west.” 
‘ Immediately following this mes- 
sage, the orderly delivered another 
message from commander in chief 
of the United States fleet to com- 
mander of scouting fleet, which 
read: i 

“Referring to Navy Department 
message re S. S. Vestris comply.” 


Proceeded at Once. 

Admiral Taylor immediately or- 
dered his flagship to proceed at 
best speed to the point indicated 
as the last known position of the 
Vestris. Orders were issued to the 
communication officer to cover the 
merchant vessel radio frequency 
and to the engine room to increase 
speed to maximum. 

At about 1:15 p. m. the Vestris 
radio operator sent the _ Vestris’ 
position, and in addition the dread- 
ed words, “All hands taking to 
lifeboats in heavy seas.” He then 
shifted to his auxiliary set, show- 
ing that his dynamos had failed. 
A few more-weak signals and then 
dead silence. The Wyoming kept 
up radio communication with the 
Ohio Maru, but this was accom- 
plished with difficulty, as the Jap- 
anese master apparently had trou- 
ble with his Japanese-English code. 

The head seas were making 
rough going for the Wyoming. Her 
engines made revolutions for 18 
knots, but she was actually making 
between 15 and 16. 

‘Water leaked through the fore- 
castle hatches into the living 
spaces below decks. Not serious, 
but annoying. A working party 
of petty officers and men were 
sent out on the forecastle to tight- 
en hatch dogs and water tight 
doors and to secure firmly all gear 
on deck. At every plunge of the 
Wyoming's wide prow into the 


‘seas, the two-ton anchors pounded 


against the steel housing plates 
with the crash of a head-on colli- 
sion. 

Her bow rose up and up on a 
heavy sea and plunged with a sick- 
ening thud into a solid rushing sea. 
The men on the focs’l were picked 
up bodily and swirled helter skel- 
ter until the boiling sea had spent 
itself against the forward turrets 
and bulkheads and poured roaring 
Over the side. 


Two Men Injured. 


Most of the men suffered néthing 
worse than a complete drenching, 
but a quick check up showed one 
missing. He was found, lying un- 
conscious under the overhang of 
the turret. Another had a frac- 
tured leg and many bruises. Both 
were rushed to the sick bay where 
the unconscious sailor was found 
to have a fractured skull. An 
Operation was successfully per- 
formed by the surgeon the next 
day. 

The thousand men in the crew 
of the Wyoming worked feverishly 
breaking out lines, grapnels, ring- 


‘buoys, towing bridle, chafing gear, 


towing hauser and gear of any de- 
scription that would be needed 
when the scene of disaster was 
reached. 

The Ohio Maru, which had the 
Orily chance.for rescue before dark, 
reported that it had arrived at the 
reported position of the Vestris, but 
could see nothing.

The sea was quite 
rough with a strnog breech and 0c. 
casional squalls making navigation 
difficult and dangerous and mak- 
ing it extremely hard to see any- 
thing on the surface of the water. 


Shortly after daylight we saw a 
large piece of wrecKage resembling 
a smashed lifeboat reeling on the 
waves off the starboard bow. As 
we headed over for it we saw a 
weak gesture of a hand. [Tor sev- 
eral moments it was not again vis- 
ible. Then it appeared again on 
the boat we saw a man seated none 
too securely. 

The captain maneuvered his 
vessel alongside. The man was 
clothed only in sweater and un- 
derclothes and was without a life 
preserver. He looked to be semi- 
conscious, but made no move. His 
arms were behind him and over the 
edge of the floating wreckage so 
that his back and arms acted asa 
vise to hold him to his perilous 
perch against the constant buffet- 
ing of the waves. 

Too Weak to Grab Line. 


A tiny rag scarcely larger than 
a handkerchief was tacked to the 
highest part of the wreckage. A 
line was thrown to him, but he was 
too weak to grasp it, in fact made 
no effort. A man was lowered and 
ran a bowline under the man’s 
arms, and he was hoisted aboard. 
He was taken to the sick bay and 
found to be in good condition, ex- 
cept for exhaustion and moderate 
shock. He was a Barbadoes Negro, 
a member of the crew of the Ves- 
tris, and soon was able to tell his 
story. 
He said he was in lifeboat No. 8, 
but that during the night the boat 
capsized and he swam to a float- 
ing timber. During lightning 
flashes he saw two shipmates on 
the larger piece of wreckage from 
which he was rescued, and . he 
swam to it. They tried to help 
each other, but finally decided that 
every man must look out for him- 
self, and they shook hands on it 
and fell silent. The two others 
slid off into the water during the 
night and went down. 
Later we sighted eight or 10 
bodies with life preservers, but 
could not tell whether or not they 
were alive. The first two made no 
movement. Their eyes stared fix- 
and life belts flapped with each 
surge of the sea. 

Mrs. Batten Saved. 
But there was a woman,: Mrs. 
Batten, head above water, swim- 
ming rather strongly and raising 
her hand for fear we would not 
see her; and there was another 
woman close to her and two men 
also close by, all swimming. Time 
was precious. (Mrs. Batten is the 
wife of the automobile racer, who 
went down.). 
It would take too long to bring 
the ship alongside each one A 
boat was sent out and swung over 
the pounding seas waiting until the 
ship could be turned to create a 
lee so that the boat would not be 
smashed in lowering. The boat 
was in the water clear, the motor 
running and headed away from the 
dangerous armor belt, but the en- 
gine coughed and she drifted in 
towards the bow, where it might 
be’ broken to splinters by the on- 
rushing sea.

One of these women sup- 
ported the body of her dead hus- 
band and another helped to sup- 
port the third woman who was 
perilously near exhaustion. 

The woman supporting her hus- 
band’s body had kept it afloat for 
hours and she refused to make an 
effort to get into the boat unless 
her husband’s body was taken 
aboard first. But time and space 
and weight were too precious and 
there was no room in the tiny boat 
for bodies. The woman was 
dragged away and hoisted in the 
boat. 

Of these three women 
one had become separated

her husband and child and did not 


know their fate. 

The woman who was supporting 
her dead husband was. ashamed 
that she did not die with him and 
piteously wailed that she wanted 
to die.

$18,600 DIAMOND 
LOST IN PLANE 
CRASH MISSING 


More Than 700 Precious Stones 
Recovered, but Not the 
Finest One. 


By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURG, Nov. 16.—A dia- 
mond valued at $18,640, the larg- 
est and most valuable gem lost in 
the wrecking of an air mail plane 
near Polk, Pa., last month, still is 
missing, Postoffice Inspector Wil- 
liam H. Tafel reports. 

The diamonaG was a part of the 
ship’s $125,000 cargo of registered 
mail. More than 700 Other stones 
have :been recovered either from 
the ground or from souvenir hunt- 
ers who visited the scene of the 
wreck and picked up diamonds be- 
fore a guard could 7: stationed 
about the plane. . 

Inspector Tafel has no charge 
of the recovery of the gems. The 
Franklin postoffice basement, he 
says, resembles a placer mining 
camp. Dirt has been carried on 
horseback from the mountainside 
where the mail ship fell and then 
transported to Franklin. The dirt 
has been placed in boiling water 
and then strained and examined 
carefully. Tafel said that 62 stones 
had been recovered by this method. 

A pieee of alexandrite (named 
for Czar Alexander‘ II of Russia) 
valued at $7000 was among these 
recovered. 

The mail plane crashed on Cet. 
18, when flying from New York to 
Cleveland. The pilot, William C. 
Hopson, was killed.

Klapp 
announced, he would seek a new 
trial and fake the case to higher 
courts if necessary. 

‘ Klapp is president of the F. J.

ROME, Nov. 16.—After cheering 
a speech by Premier Mussolini, the 
Italian Senate, 181 to 19, passed a 
Government bill yesterday giving 
the grand council of the National 
Fascist party constitutional status 
as an intergral part of the Italian 
Government. Two Senators did 
not vote. 

The bill provides that the grand 
council shall be consulted on all 
questions of a constitutional char- 
acter, such as laws con :-erning suc- 
cession to the throne, relations be- 
tween church and state, interna- 
tional treaties and changes in ter- 
ritory. 

Although the council's power will 
be tremendous, the bill provides 
that its meetings shall be secret 
and no member be subject to ar- 
rest without authorization of the 
council itself. Another outstand- 
ing provision empowers the coun- 
cil to draw up a list of names to be 
presented to the King as nomina- 
tions for head of the Government. 
This is tantamount to making the 
body self-perpetuating. 

Premier to Head Council. 

The head of the Government is 
to be president of the grand coun- 
cil, Other members are the presi- 
dent of the Senate and the head 
of the Chamber of Deputies, Cab- 
inet Ministers, the commander of 
the militia and Government func- 
tionaries of similar importance. 

Mussolini, in his speech for the 
bill, said: “It should and would 
give to all Italians and to all the 
world the sense of the unshakable 
stability and Mmitless duration of 
the Fascist regime which Is striv- 
ing ever to make the fatherland 
greater.” ; 

When passage of the bill was 
proposed by the grand council, Oct. 
20, anti-Fascists started a cam- 
paign against it, hinting - broadly 
that Mussolini was sponsoring «a 
measure changing the succession to 
the throne, and that there wasAlis- 
sension between the Premier and 
the King as a result. 

Mussolini Replies to Charges. 

Mussolini made direct reference | 
to these attacks on the bill in his 
speech, saying: 

“Those who would create a fan- 
tastic dream of dissension need 
only be reminded that when His 
Majesty, the King of Italy, as chief 
of the state, lighted in the chapel 
at Bologna the votive lamp which 
the Fascists had dedicated to the 
black shirts who fell in the move- 
ment to create the present regime, 
he was performing an act whose 
significance spoke for itself.” 

Throughout his speech Mussolini 
stressed the loyalty displayed dur- 
ing the six years of Fascist Gov- 
ernment which he sald had put the 
regime above all suspicion “in all 
of its men and in all of its polit- 
ical, military and syndical exprese- 
sions.” .

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 16.— 
An appeal to the 1929 Legislature 
to place no limit upon the amount 
of fees the State Public Service 
Commission may earn, and in turn 
expend, in public utility valuation 
and rate investigation cases, there- 


by removing the barrier to the 
commission carrying out the full 
regulatory duties prescribed by 
law, is made in the commission’s 
biennial budget request, t~ansmit- 
ted yesterday to the Tax Commis- 
sion. 

The Commission urges that it be 
placed in a position properly to 
handle its regulatofy duties and 
meet any emergency that may 
arise. It points out that it has} 
been unable inthe past to make all 
of the valuations and audits that 
should have been made, due to a 
limitation by the Legislature of the 
amount the commission could ex- 
pend in such work, despite the fact 
the utilities pay such expenses and 
no cost to the State is involved. 

Investigation by the Post-Dis- 
patch several months ago dis- 
closed that less than one-half of 
the approximately 700 public. ufil- 
v 7 ities under supervision of the Mis- 
souri Commission had been valued 
for a permanent rate base, with a 
full audit and appraisal, and that 
many of the appraisals on the 
books were made years ago and 
were not up to date. 

Three Appropriations, ; 

The Legislature makes __ three 
kinds of appropriations for the 
commission. One is the so-called 
“civil list’ for salaries of the com- 
missioners, counsel and secretary, 
and another, from the general rev- 
enue, is for general expenses of 
running the department. 

The third and vital one, for the 
purpose of the commission, is the 
contingent fund appropriation, 
principally covering public utility 
investigations and the general reg- 
latory work of the cornmission. For 
the last biennial period the Leg- 
islature appropriated $252,120 for 
this purpose, the money to. be 
available only if the commission 
earne@ it. 

Investigations conducted by the 
commission are charged to. the 
utilities under inquiry, and the 
money paid into the State Treasury 
to the credit of the appropriation 
and in turn is paid in advances 
to engineers. and accountants do- 
ing the work. This in effect be- 
comes a limit on the amount of 
work the commission may do, for 
the commission may spend no more 
than the amount authorized, and 
when that limit is reached, work 
must stop because the staff could 
not be paid. 

Costs Up to $300,000. 

As has been told, the cost of 
valuing one of the larger public 
utilities of the State is estimated 
at $100,000 to $300,000. 

During the last two years the 
commission has used up approxi- 
mately $114,000 of the $252,120 1u- 
thorized, but pointed out that it 
had not valued any large utility 
in the period, and cid not under- 
take to do so “because it was felt 
that the cost might exhaust the 
entire appropriation and leave 
nothing available for+ work on 
smaller utilities.” 

In other words, because of the 
barrier erected by the Legislature, 
the commission refrained from un- 
dertaking large valuations it might 
have entered upon, because it then 
would have been without means 
to carry on the routine work or to 
meet any emergency. 

Alternative Request. 
. The commission submitted an al- 
ternative request in its budget, that 
the contingent fund appropriation 
be $260,323, if the Legislature did 
not choose to remove the limit, 
but stressed the request that the 
limitation be lifted. This $260,323 
request, it was stated, merely was 
bas@d upon an estimate of what 
might be required in the ensuing 
biennium, under normal conditions,

Want to Hear Business Men. 

Schunemann announced in ad- 
vance of the hearing that the com- 
mittee did not wish to hear from 
owners of the proposed sites, or 
from real estate men representing 
them, but from representatives of 
the business community. The pur- 
pose, he said, was to consider the 
city’s future growth and the trend 
of real estate development. 

Real estate men, however, were 
the first persons heard. Isaac A. 
Hedges advocated selection. of the 
Twelfth and Market site.

NE will read much about what Hoover 
0 believes and what he will do. The evi-

The inaccuracy lies in projecting 
the principle along a line which pleases 
the desires of the political speculator.

THE WINTER CONGRESS. 

T is the old Congress, the 

session,” which convenes next month and 
adjourns next March 4. Its job is primarily 
to pass appropriation bills, and to continue 
the work of the long session which ended 
late last May. Ordimarily~the short session 
is “tame” and non-controversial. Its tend- 
ency is to “pass the buck” to the next Con- 
gress, which will contain the newly elected 
or re-elected members of the House and 
Senate.

TARIFF. 
HE tariff is to be revised, generally up- 


ward, by Congress in the old-fashioned 
way. This means lhog-rolling, influence, tit- 
for-tat.. The campaign passion is still so 
close upon us that this may sound like 
partisan comment, yet it happens to be the 
truth. The usefulness of recognizing it now 
lies in the fact that many industries are 
beginning to organize their cases for tariff 
changes, and it would not be erroneous for 
them to assume that it is lobbying, in all 
its varied aspects, which can put their 
cases across. They must be supported, of 
course, by the facts as to world produc- 
tion, United States production, foreign and 
domestic costs of manufacture, transporta- 
tion charges, marketing spheres within this 
country, expansion possibilities. etc. This 
latter work should be started at once, but 
influence should never be forgotten or un- 
derestimated. 

ext is the question of WHEN on tariff. 
Agitation will be active at the short session, 
and there will be alarming reports that 
certain tariff measures are to be shot 
through. The only tariff proposition which 


has any chance of enactment at the short 
session is that relating to the raising of 
duties on agricultural products, and this 
chance is quite small. It follows, there- 
fore, that tariff will be dealt with in the 
special cession. which is expected around 
‘April or May of next year. 

Tariff-making is a long job, however. 
Many months are required for the me- 
chanics of Ways and Means Committee 
hearings, drafting of a bill, debate in the 
House, Senate Finance Committee hearings, 
debate in the Senate, and conference com- 
mittee compromises. The time element 
makes it fairly certain that final revision 
of the tariff cannot come before 1930, and 
it is much more likely to be in May or 
June of 1930. This is not far off. It is 
worth while to repeat the advice that in- 
dustries affected by possible changes begin 
to organize their cases. 

The future of the Tariff Commission is 
hazy. The flexible tariff has about run its 
course. Originally it was intended as a 


quick-acting emergency means of getting 


increase or reductions. Actually it has 
taken the flexible tariff a long time to flex 
after a case was initiated, due to the diffi- 
culties of assembling figures on costs of 
production abroad, of getting the divided 
commission to agree on a_ statement of 
facts, and of getting the busy President of 
the United States to*interpret the interpre- 
tations of the Tariff Commission. As mat- 
ters now stand, Congress is quicker. 
Ultimately the Tariff Commission’s func- 
tions will be to report facts to Congress, 
so that tariff legislation will be less of a 
hog-trough scramble. (Smith was right on 
this.) This is a step in the direction of 
“taking tariff out of politics,” yet no prag- 
matic person believes the time is near when 
the two may be divorced.

THE NEW CONGRESS. 
HE present Congress has an ample Re- 


publican majority in the House and 
such a thin Republican majority in the 
Senate that control actually rests with 
Western insurgents. The next, Congress, 
which will meet first either in special ses- 
sion next spring, or in regular session in 
December, 1929, and which lives until 
March, 1331. will have a satisfactory Re- 
publican working majority in the House, 
and a small majority in the Senate, but ir- 
regular Republican Senators can upset any 
m if they choose to co over to the 
‘Tats. On these occasions tt is not 
unlikely that there will be a coalition of 
regular Republicans and conservative Dem- 
ocrats.

PUBLIC UTILITIES. 
HERE is no important development on 


utilities. The election campaign did not 
develop any clear issue over how water- 
power sites are to be handled in the future. 
The Federal Trade Commission has encoun- 
tered opposition from one holding company 
group to full disclosure of its affairs, and 
the resulting court test will be interesting. 
The preparation of reports by utility com- 
panies to the Trade Commission continues 
without public incident, and it will take 
most of a year to assemble and interpret 
the mass of Tacts. Muscie Shoals and Boul- 
der Canyon Dam will be up again tin Con- 
gress this winter.

HOOVER POLICIES. 

NE will read much about what Hoover 
0 believes and what he will do. The evi- 

dence is taken from his speeches. There 
is a certain amount of good evidence there, 
but one thing to be remembered is that 
Hoover has been vague on many issues 
purposely and deliberately. He has seemed 
to say things without actually saying them. 
He has left impressions without commit- 
ments. The Washington explanation for 
this is that he intended to set forth certain 
general principles, but to leave himself free 
to determine acute policies in the light of 
future developments and necessities. Cam- 
paign premises are always dangerous. The 
fewer that need be made, the better. Thus, 
Hoover has more elbow room for his fu- 
ture policies than would be imagined by 
too close a projection of his Campaign ut- 
terances. The inaccuracy lies in projecting 
the principle along a line which pleases 
the desires of the political speculator.

THE WINTER CONGRESS. 
T is the old Congress, the “lame duck 


session,” which convenes next month and 
adjourns next March 4. Its job is primarily 
to pass appropriation bills, and to continue 
the work of the long session which ended 
late last May. Ordimarily-the short session 
is ‘“‘tame” and non-controversial. Its tend- 
ency is to “pass the buck” to the next Con- 
gress, which will contain the newly elected 
or re-elected members of the House and 
Senate. There is: no reason for assuming 
that the session opening next month will 
be different than usual. It will be domi- 
nated by the Hoover ideas, even though 
Coolidge remains as President. The Coo- 
lidge message will be essentially Coolidge, 
mainly because Hoover will want to save 
up his best thoughts for his own pronounce- 
ments later, but Coolidge will hearken on 
some points to the Hoover voice. 

Most important of all is the question of 
whether the short session will do anything 
effective about farm relief. The prospect 
is that it will NOT. This means a special 
session of the new Congress, probably in the 
spring.

TARIFF. 

HE tariff is to be revised, generally up- 

ward, by Congress in the old-fashioned 
way. This means log-rolling, influence, tit- 
for-tat.. The campaign passion is still so 
close upon us that this may sound like 
partisan comment, yet it happens to be the 
truth. The usefulness of recognizing it now 
lies in the fact that many industries are 
beginning to organize their cases for tariff 
changes, and it would not be erroneous for 
them to assume that it is lobbying, in ali 
its varied aspects, which can put their 
cases across. They tmnust be supported, of 
course, by the facts as to world produc- 
tion, United States production, foreign and 
domestic costs of manufacture, transporta- 
tion charges, marketing spheres within this 
country, expansion possibilities, etc. This 
latter work should be started at once, Dut 
influence should never be forgotten or un- 
derestimated. 

Next is the question of WHEN on tariff. 
Agitation will be active at the short session, 
and there will be alarming reports that 
certain tariff measures are to be shot 
through. The only tariff proposition which 


has any chance of enactment at the short 
session is that relating to the raising of 
duties on agricultural products, and this 
chance is quite small. It follows, there- 
fore, that tariff will be dealt with in the 
special cession which is expected around 
April or May of next year. 

a Tariff-making is a long job, however. 
Many months are required for-the me- 
chanics of Ways and Means Committee 
hearings, drafting of a bill, debate in the 
House, Senate Finance Committee hearings, 
debate in the Senate, and conference com- 
mittee compromises. The time element 
makes it fairly certain that final revision 
of the tariff cannot come before 1930, and 
it is much more likely to be in May or 
June of 1930. This is not far off. It is 
worth while to repeat the advice that in- 
dustries affected by pyessible changes begin 
to organize their cases. 

The future of the Tariff Commission is 
hazy. The flexible tariff has about run its 
course. Originally it was intended as a 
quick-acting emergency means of getting 
increase or reductions. Actually it has 
taken the flexible tariff a long time to flex 
after a case was initiated, due to the diffi- 
culties of assembling figures on costs of 
production abroad, of getting the divided 
commission to agree on a_ statement of 
facts, and of getting the busy President of 
the United States to‘interpret the interpre- 
tations of the Tariff Commission. As mat- 
ters now stand, Congress is quicker. 

Ultimately the Tariff Commission's func- 
tions will be to report facts to Congress, 
so that tariff legislation will be less of a 
hog-trough scramble. (Smith was right on 
this.) This is a step in the direction of 
“taking tariff out of politics,” yet no prag- 
matic perBon believes the time is near when 
the two may be divorced.

THE NEW CONGRESS. 

HE present Congress has an ample Re- 
the House and 
thin Republican majority in the 
Senate that control actually rests with 
Western insurgents. The next Congress, 
which will meet first either in special ses- 
sion next spring, or in regular session in 
December. 1929, and which lives wntil 
March, 1931, will have a satisfactory Re- 
publican working majority in the House, 
and a small majority in the Senate, but ir- 
regular Republican Senators can upset any 
program if they choose to go over to the 
Democrats. On these occasions fit is not 
unlikely that there will be a coalition of 
regular Republicans and conservative Dem- 
ocrats.

PUBLIC UTILITIES. 
HERE is no important development on 


utilities. The election campaign did not 
develop any clear issue over how water- 
power sites are to be handled in the future. 
The Federal Trade Commission has encoun- 
tered opposition from one holding company 
group to full disclosure of its affairs, and 
the resulting court test will be interesting. 
The preparation of reports by utility com- 
panies to the Trade Commission continues 
without public incident, and it will take 
most of a year to assemble and interpret 
the mass of facts. Muscle Shoals and Bouwl- 
der Canyon Dam will be up again in Con- 
gress this winter.

In addition, by 
drinking water we will be able to 
restore the moisture given off by 
the lungs, skin and kidneys, to 
regulate body temperature and ala 
digestion. Whenever there is a spe- 


cial need for a building-up diet It 


must be seen to that these tissue 
building foods are generously tn- 
cluded in the diet. 

Aside from these, however, !t is 
also necessary to supply the bo¢y 
With heat and energy. These we 
get from cereals, and the cereai 
products, from potatoes and other 
starchy vegetables, from sugar aps 
the sugar products and cream, but- 
ter, meat fats, vegetable oils, nuts, 
egg yolks. When we eat more of 
these starch and fat foods that we 
need for our energy requirements 
the excess is s ed as fat. 

People who axe in need of a 
building-up diet quire more food 
than those in godéd health. Gener- 
ally it is loss of weight which must 
be made up and then kept up to 
normal. Easily digested, nutritious 
foods should be used because they 
require less work in the process of 
digestion. Food must be eaten reg- 
ularly to get the best resulta. 

Any food that is taken between 
meals—and sometimes this is nee- 
essary if the appetite is light— 
should be such as is easily digest- 
ed—a glass of milk, for instance, 2 
few crackers or a piece of fruft— 
and should be taken with the !dea 
in mind of merely stilling hunger 
until the next meal ts due. 


GREASELESS DOUGHNUTS 
OFFER A TEMPTING APPEAL 


Almost Everyone Will Find These 
Delicacies Will Agree With 
Them. 

In the first place, there should 
be boiling grease enough to free 
them from the bottom of the ket- 
tle so they will swim while cook- 
ing. The grease should never be 
hot enough to smoke but neither 
Should it be cool enough to fall be- 
low the boiling point, for if it is, 
the doughnuts will become soaked 
with grease. If the right heat, the 
doughnuts will be a delicate brown 
outside and nicely cooked inside in 

about 10 minutes. 

Try the fat by dropping a bit of 
the dough in first, if right, the fat 
will boil up when the dough is 
dropped in. Turn doughnuts almost 
constantly but be careful not to 
stick them with the fork used. 
When done raise them from the 
hot fat and let the grease drain 
off, then lay them on several thick- 
nesses of brown paper to cool. The 
paper will, absorb surplus fat. The 
best doughnuts ever eaten by the 
writer were dipped quickly into a 
kettle of boiling water immediate- 
ly after being taken from the fat. 
The amount of grease that rose to 
the top of this kettle of water 
when cold was astounding. This, 
of course, required skill to prevent 
any soaking. 

To make good doughnuts, try 
one and one-half cups sugar, one 
cup of sour milk, two eggs, two 
scant tablespoons melted butter, 
half nutmeg grated, teaspoon cin- 
namon, ‘teaspoon salt and one of 
soda. Make the dough a little 
stiffer than for biscuit, roll out 
one-fourth inch thick and cut with 
cruller cutter. Sweet milk and 
two heaping teaspoons of baking 
powder may be substituted for the 
sour milk and soda. Less spice 
may be used if preferred. 


LIMA BEANS AND MUSHROOMS 


This Is a Creamed Dish Which Is 
Somewhat Unusual. 
Two cups canned lima beans, 


two cups fresh mushrooms, one ta- 


blespoon butter, one-fourth cup 
cream, one-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Use beans that have been cooked 
and seasoned with salt, pepper and 
butter. Put butter in saucepan. 
add beans and mushrooms and 
cream: let simmer for about 10 
minutes and serve hot. Dried lima 
beans should be soaked overnight 
before using, drained and cooked 
in boiling water until soft. Season 
with cream and butter.

BILL GIVES WOMEN 
SAME PAY AS MEN 


Protection of Children in 
Industries, 


Compulsory 
Employes’ Insurance Pro- 


vided.

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 16.—Pro- 
visional President-elect Emilio 
Portes Gil’s proposed radical re- 
forms in the labor laws of Mexico 
were made public yesterday. They 
will be sent to Congress soon and, 
it is predicted here, enacted with 
minor modifications. 

The progressive character of the 
laws is indicated by provisions pro- 
hibiting child labor, requiring that 
women as well as minors over 16 
years of age doing the same work 
as men must be paid the same 
wages, that a woman shall no 
longer require her husband's con- 


sent to make a labor contract, that 
minors must. present certificates 
that they have completed primary 
school or can read and write, and 
that women cannot be employed at 
night, except as domestics. 

The strongly Nationalistic char- 
acter of the proposed laws is dis- 
closed by a dictum that 75 per cent 
of all employes must be Mexicans. 
Every able-bodied man must learn 
a trade and work at it at least one 
year in MeXico, making himself 
available to the country for that 
trade in time of distress. 

Only Mexicans by birth may pre- 


the National Labor Council, and 
the State and municipal boards, 
which the laws propose to set up. 
All managers, superintendents, doc- 
tors and foremen must be able to 
speak and understand Spanish. 
Uniform Labor Law. 


The proposed laws, if passed, 
will give Mexico uniform labor leg- 
islation throughout the 28 states 
and three territories. They will 
set up a system of labor courts, 
conciliation and arbitration boards 
and a national labor council. They 
will provide for compulsory insur- 
ance, a minimum wage and com- 
pulsory conciliation and arbitra- 
tion. 

Economic councils will be set up 
in all places employing more than 
20 men. — 

Wages will go on during a strike 
provided the workmen justify it. 

Eight hours will be established 
as the legal working day and one 
day’s rest in seven will be com- 
pulsory. Annual vacations with 


pay are made compulsory. 

The Central Labor Council will 
be charged with study of labor 
conditions, including 
living. Wages shall be adjusted 
every three months in accordance 
with living costs. 

There shall be established a na- 
tional insurance organization <o 
which fund employes must con- 
tribute 5 per cent of their pay and 
employer 7 per cent. This insur- 
ance, Which is made compulsory, 
will apply to all kinds of sickness 
and to death. 


Rights of Economic Councils. 

Each economic council will be 
made up of representatives of em- 
ployers and employes, which shall 
co-operate with the industry in the 
adoption of new methods, main- 
tain order and discipline, inter- 
vene in differences and safeguard 
contracts between workmen and 
This body will also be 
charged with seeing that the deci- 
sions cf boards of arbitratior and 
conciliation are strictly complied 
with. It cannot, however, inter- 
vene in the financial administra- 
tion of plants nor meddle with 
contracts between employers and 
employed. 

The projected laws require that 
women must be paid their full 
Wages three months’. before and 
One month after childbirth. 


ems call for payment of three 
months’ wages, and the offended 
woman may summarily leave her 
employment. Article 54 reads: 

“For women working in the 
house of their employers a suffi- 
cient motive to leave shall be any 
offense against her modesty by her 
employer, his children or his rela- 
tives, as well as the death of the 
wife or female person in charge 
of the household.” 

Night school is prescribed for 
minors who have not completed 
primary school. 

Repatriation of Laborers. 

Contractors for labor outside 
Mexico must post a bond covering 
repatriation of laborers. They 
must also pay the travel and food 
costs of these laborers en route 
Yand cannot deduct outlays of this 
kind from the wages. 

“All contracts made by the Mex- 
ican workmen,” reads Article 33, 
“for services outside of the coun- 
try shall be legalized by a judge 
in respect to the work and visaed 
by a consul of the countries: te) 
which the workmen are going.’ 

Only oné month's salary of a 
workman may be collected by his 
debtors. An employe may not al- 
locate his wages to a creditor. Em- 
ployes discharged, except for dam- 
age to a plant or equipment, may 
collect three months’ wages. A 
month’s notice of closure of a 
plant for bad business or other 
sufficient reasons shall be subject 
to approval by the National Labor

ganize is recognized as well as their 
right to strike. 


Syndicates must register. A syn- 


dicate is composed to make con-f 


tracts with employers, but these 
contracts cannot endure for more 
than three years nor less than one. 
Contracts are mutually binding on 
employe and employer. Municipal, 
State and national labor courts are 
empowered to enforce contracts. 
Utility Employes’ Strike. 

Public service employes may not 
declare a strike except on 10 days’ 
notice. If the finding of the Board 
of Conciliation and Arbitration is 
against the strikers, their contract 
may be annulled, if the employer 
wishes. If the decision is against 
the employer, he must pay wages 
during the strike. 


Plants may suspend without vio- | 


lating their contracts when excess 
production makes further operation 
unprofitable or for lack of raw 
materials or when there are acts of 
nature, such as epidemics, earth- 
quakes or fires. 

The national insurance institu- 
tion will be located in Mexico City, 
with as many branches as its di- 
rectorate deems necessary in vari- 
ous States. Its first general man- 
ager will be named by the Presi- 
dent of the republic. “There shall 
be absolutely no political or gov- 
ernmental influence,” says the 
code,
